Cruz also went through all the social media 
connected to the two groups in question (J-Town and Street Watch LA now), and there are 
no threats or implied threats on their sites and no clear evidence of planned 
escalation. However, both groups are loosely connected to the People's City Council and 
other homeless advocacy groups that like to speak out and disrupt meetings. Hence, the 
potential for escalation due to poorly modulated emotions is possible. That being said, 
security at all speaking events is vital and is being utilized by the Councilmember. 
TMU will continue to maintain contact with the Councilmember and his staff and monitor 
for escalation.
